building State roads. 

| The order of the commission to- 
day, denying the reduction, declared 
that the rates could only be lowered 
on such materials when the reduc- 
tions could be based on reasonable, 
fair differences in conditions which 
would justify the lowering of the 
rates for all classes of shippers. | 

The order, written by Commiasion- 
er E. J. Bean, and concurred in by 
all the ether commissioners, dis- 
missed the complaint of the Highway 
Commission. but states that the 
Highway Commission still has the 
right to seek a reduction in the rates 
between specific points within the 
State. 

A reduction in the rates on road 
building materials moving within the 
State would not be justified at this 
time, the order concluded.

The payroll money, iargely in bills, 
was lying on three tables. Some of 
it had been placed in envelopes. The 
four employes in the carga were not 
permitted to leave the cage, but were 
lined up, while the robbers swept 
the money and envelopes off the top 
of the three tables into the sack. 
Some loose silver was left lying on 
the table. 

Looking through 
drawers, the robbers removed six 
revolverg, which had been placed 
there for the protection of the cage. 

While the robbery in the cage was 
going on, the men in the hallway beat 
and disaarmed a whtchman. A. C.

Some Missing Parts Found. 

Thrust?blocks on propeller shafts 
removed, permitting the seepage of 
more than 2000 tons of water into 
the ship’s hull.

Numerous holes bored in outboard 
water pipes and then filled with 
putty.

There were clear in- 
stances. however, of deliberate dam- 
age and the ship could not have 
been operated under any circum- 
stances even by her own crews until 
repairs had been effected.” 

In his annual report for 1918

viathan as among the former Ger- 
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man ships which had been “deliber- 
ately damaged by their crews, in 
many cases seriously, and the char- 
acter of the injury denoting that 
the work had been carried out, 
under a central direction.” The 
secretary did not give any-details as 
to the injuries found on board the 
biggest ship.

“After his death, his 
were called on to put more money 
into the property, in exchange for 
bonds, to keep up taxes and insur- 
ance and pay for the pumping neces- 
sary to keep water out of the mine.

So at least I can 
hope to come through. I can’t say 
how long I'll fight him. You can be 
sure though I'll be trying to land on 
him as hard as I can from the start 
of the battle.”’ 

Gibbons: “I base my hopes of 
winning on the ground that Dempsey 
isn't as good as he used te be. I! 
think I can hit sufficiently hard to 
hurt him and on my part am plan- 
ning to make him miss me most of 
the time. He is a harder hitter than 
I am but if he misses his strength 
is sapped in proportion to the effort 
expended.

Ambassador De Saint Aulaire will 
give a clear explanation, as asked in 
the first point of the British note, of 
attaches to 
passive resistance. 

On the last point, too—regarding 
French reparation claims—France 
will answer definitely. She demands 
a total payment of 31,000,000,000 
gold marks, with no allowance for 
cancellation of.debts made by France 
to allies. Belgium should get 
5.000.000,000 and Britain 14,000,- 
000.000, that sum being calculated 
as equal to the British debt to 
America. 

Other British questions, however, 
will be answered vaguely in a man- 
ner certain to give no satisfaction 
here. The British wanted definite 
information as to what regione 
France would evacuate and in how 
many years; how France would op- 


erate her proposed pledges and what 


they are: and how payment would 
have to be made before evacuation 
starts. 

Developments indicate the new, 
independent continental policy Pre- 
mier Baldwin is supposed to be con- 
sidering, if the French reply is not 
satisfactory will mean a definite 
breach with France. 

But it is not true Britain insists 
on a written answer. Categorical 
replies, oral or written, are all that 
is asked, but these will not be forth- 
coming when Count De Saint Aulaire 
goes to the Foreign Office.
